The war with the Ashantees, which hes 
yet hardly began,is no slight affair. With 
« deadly elimate and a rough country for 
his allies, King Koffee can bring 100,000 
men foto the field. It is truc that they are 
badly urmed and equipped, but in bush 
figutiog, and the war must be fought ont 
in the bush,~ they are most formidable 
foes. War maiter'als are being burried to 
the scene of uctiva with all possible speed 
and by this time no dvubt Sir Garnet 
Wolseley bas arrived and spied out the 
land. It is expected that serious oper 
ations will be commenced abonat the be- 
ginning of the New Year, and if all goes 
well, it is thought thas the campaiga wili 
be over by Mareb. : 

Brith jurisdiction extends over an 
area of 8 000 square miles on the Gold 
oast, and over a population of 400,000 
souls. Ino 1821 the Cro#n barguined
